The question of 
whether

Japanese were approaching their 
second major military disaster in 
Shantung was being discussed op­ 
enly by foreign military experts, 
who expected decisive action with­ 
in a week. 
Need Reinforcement* 
lf the Chinese can hold their 
lines a week longer, these experts 
declared, the 
Japanese— already 
wearied and battered— will need 
heavy reinforcements both in men 
and guns to prevent 
a complete 
stalemate which would be tanta­ 
mount to defeat. 
Such reinforcements must ne­ 
cessarily come from Japan since 
further denudement of other pro­ 
vinces in north and central China 
Is judged impossible. Withdraw­ 
als of Japanese troops from Shan­ 
si and Honan 
provinces 
already 
have enabled the Chinese to es­ 
tablish a buffer zone 
50 
miles 
wide on the north bank of the 
Yellow Hver, halting the Japan 
ese threat on that front. 
The significance of the present 
$qa*?bck, foreign military experts 
pointed out, is the constant drain 
of ^Japanese 
munitions 
which 
must he transported hundreds of 
miles. 
While not minimizing the pos­ 
sibility that the Japanese may yet 
break through, these experts re­ 
gard each day of deadlock as a 
new gain for the Chinese.

Edouard D&Iadier’s “national de­ 
fense” cabinet today decreed sweep­ 
ing tax increases to meet the enor­ 
mous expense of the nation’s arma­ 
ments. 
It was the first group of decrees 
written 
under the government’s 
new dictatorial powers and followed 
the 
premier’s 
w a r n i n g 
every 
Frenchman would have to dig deep­ 
er Into his pocket for defense of 
France. 
Here is a brief outline of the es­ 
sential points of the decrees as 
given by seml-offlclal quarters prior 
to their publication: 
A ten per cent increase in income 
taxes—now ranging from one per 
cent for taxable income of 10,000 
francs ($300) to 40 per cent for tax­ 
able income of 
1,500,000' francs 
($45,000). 
A ten per cent increase in other 
direct taxes. 
A five per cent increase in indi­ 
rect taxes. 
Hurried Changes Made 
The cabinet, meeting with Presi­ 
dent Albert Lebrun, made a num­ 
ber of last-minute changes in the 
decrees. 
At a second session they were 
presented to the president for sig­ 
nature, the last action before they 
became law by publication in the 
official journal tomorrow. 
Besides the drastic tax decrees, 
the cabinet was understood to have 
approved others to bolster the na­ 
tion’s credit and to stimulate pro­ 
duction. 
Among those signed by Lebrun 
was a measure to tighten police con* 
trol of foreigners living in France. 
Members of the 
cabinet 
were 
unanimous in their approval of Dal- 
adler’s outline of the newly framed 
Anglo-French agreements. They ex­ 
pressed the “greatest satisfaction" 
at the pending two-power accord. 
Metal workers, meanwhile, an­ 
nounced the signing of a new col­ 
lective contract. This action dissi­ 
pated a threat to production in that 
section of the armaments industry.

day strike, but the agreement was 
not completed until last night.

Potsdam, Germany, May 2 <jF) 
— The houses of Hohenzollern and 
Romanoff, once among the most 
powerful 
dynasties 
of 
Europe, 
were joined today by the m arriage 
of Prince Louis Ferdinand and the 
Grand Duchess Kira. 
The union of the two throneless 
royal families was proclaimed by 
former Crown 
Prince 
Friedrich 
Wilhelm of Prussia, father of the 
bridegroom, who said in a brief 
address to the young couple: 
’’The old traditional 
ties 
be­ 
tween the Russian imperial house 
and th e Prussian royal house once 
again have been tied. 
Unfortu­ 
nately they have been rent asund­ 
er by the world war, but you have 
brought us together again.” 
The 30-year-old 
prince, 
who 
once was a D etroit automobile me­ 
chanic, and his 29-year-old bride, 
daughter of Grand 
Duke 
Cyril, 
pretender to the lost throne of old 
Russia, were m arried in two cere­ 
monies in Ceciiienhof castle this 
morning— a civil ceremony and an 
elaborate Greek ceremony. 
Tonight they left by train for 
the home of the exiled Kaiser W il­ 
helm at Doom, The Netherlands, 
where they will be m arried again 
Wednesday in a Protestant cere­ 
mony. 
Among the numerous presents 
the royal couple received was a 
leather-bound copy of Adolf H it­ 
ler’s ’’Mein Karapf,” presented by

Washington, 
May 2 (ZP)—Win­ 
throp W. Aldrich, one of 16 big 
businessmen who recently offered 
President Roosevelt their help in 
restoring confidence and normal 
business, 
denounced tonight the 
new administration plan for pro­ 
moting recovery by vast federal 
loans and expenditures. 
Aldrich, chairman of the board 
of the Chase National Bank, told 
the American section of the Inter­ 
national Chamber of Commerce the 
program was based upon economic 
fallacy, derived from the writings 
of Karl Marx, holding possibilities 
of a “crash of 
the 
government 
credit and a debauch of the cur­ 
rency.” 
Lumping the lending-spending 
plan with its allied program for 
making some $2,000,000,000 add! 
tional iendabie funds available to 
the bunks. Aldrich said “we appear 
to be throwing away all safeguards, 
removing ail brakes and heading 
for disaster.” 
He blamed the depression upon 
governmental policies 
which, he 
said, in the last few years had been 
directed at increasing the income 
of the consumers and at the same 
time diminishing savings for use in 
investments, in creating new capi­ 
tal and in maintaining existing cap­ 
ital. 
Meanwhile, he said, reforms 
have come too rapidly. 
“I think that nothing is more 
needed at the present time,” he 
said, “than a prolonged period of

Morris Steinberg, president of

Dakota "dust bowl" newspaper, a 
Pittsburgh reporter who revealed 
Justice Black's one-time member­ 
ship in the Ku Klux Klan and a 
Washington 
correspondent 
who 
obtained 
an 
exclusive interview 
with President Roosevelt tonight 
shared 
journalism's 
highest 
awards for 1937. 
Trustees of Columbia universi­ 
ty, awarding the annual Pulitser 
prises In Journalism, arts, and let­ 
ters established 
in 
1917, 
gave 
the Bismarck (N.D.) Tribune a 
$500 gold medal for "the most 
disinterested and meritorious pub­ 
lic service rendered by a newspa­ 
per” during 1937. It campaigned 
to restore confidence of its state’s 
dust victims. 
Arthur Krock of the New York 
Times, a 1935 Pulitzer prize win­ 
ner, was cited 
for 
distinguished 
service as a foreign or W ashing­ 
ton correspondent, 
and 
given a 
$500 award for his exclusive, au­ 
thorised interview with the presi­ 
dent on Feb. 27, 1937. Krock's in­ 
terview related the president's po 
luteal philosophy. 
The trustees selected 
as 
the 
most distinguished example of a 
reporter’s work during the year 
Raymond Sprigle's series of arti­ 
cles in the Pittsburgh Post-Gaz 
ette disclosing the former affilia­ 
tion of the new 
supreme 
court 
justice with the Ku Klux Klan. 
Sprigle was awarded $1,000. 
Departing from the prescribed 
list of awards, Columbia’s trus­ 
tees recognized the leadership of 
the Edmonton Journal in defense 
of freedom of the press in the 
Canadian 
province 
of 
Alberta 
with the presentation of a bronze 
plaque. 
Six dailies and 90 weeklies in 
the province which joined with 
the journal in 1937 in fighting an 
act which the trustees said would 
have abolished the freedom of the 
press in Alberta, received engrav­ 
ed certificates. 
A $500 award went to W. W. 
Waymack, associate editor of the 
Des Moines (Iowa) Register and 
Tribune, for outstanding editorial 
writing throughout the year. The 
trustees did not select any one of

prize winner. 
Columbia’s trustees selected the 
Pulitser winners today on recom­ 
mendation of an advisory board 
provided under the will of Joseph 
Pulitser, the publisher who estab­ 
lished a fund to perpetuate the 
awards.

Tips On Control Issued 


By Noblet Of Tech 
Forestry School 


Houghton, May 2.— This la the 
time of year when two 
of 
the 
worst Upper Peninsula ornamen­ 
tal tree pests can be dealt a se­ 
wers blow by the application of 
sprays. 
How to Identify and cope with 
these pests is explained by Prof. 
TJ. J. Noblet, head of the Michigan 
College of Mining and Technology 
forestry department. 
At the col­ 
lege both pests hare been 
very 
successfully controlled by the ap­ 
plications which Mr. Noblet rec­ 
ommends. 
The white marked tussock moth 
is one of our most destructive leaf- 
eating insects. 
The caterpillars 
become so numerous at times as 
to completely defoliate elm, ma­ 
ple, basswood, horse-chestnut, and 
birch trees. The eggs are deposit­ 
ed in white masses on tree trunks, 
branches, eaves of houses, and in 
other sheltered places. 
The head is red, and there are 
two tufts of long, black hairs ris­ 
ing from the back near the head 
and a single tuft near the rear end 
of the body. 
There are also four 
cream-colored, brushlike tufts of 
hair on the back. 
Although parisltism runs very 
high often 75 to 85 percent, even 
this high 
percentage 
does 
not 
seem to hold the pest in check. 
Birds destroy quantities of cater­ 
pillars but not enough to reduce 
the number materially. 
Artificial Control Methods 
Artificial control should be car­ 
ried out along ttfo lines: 
First, 
destroy the egg masses in winter 
and band uninfested trees in the 
spring; second, 
spray 
infested 
trees in summer. 
Egg 
masses 
may be scraped off and burned, or 
they may be destroyed by apply­ 
ing crude creosote by means of 
a brush or sponge. 
In banding uninfested trees, ap­ 
ply a coat 
of 
tree 
tanglefoot 
around the trunk. 
The 
band 
should be about ten inches wide. 
Bands of cotton batting or burlap 
tied around the tree and turned 
down in such a manner that the 
caterpillars will crawl into them 
serve to turn them away. Spray­ 
ing with paris green or lead ar­ 
senate is effective but expensive, 
and the other methods are to be 
preferred. 
The scale Insects, family Coc- 


cldae, Include some of the most 
Important pests with which 
the 
horticulturist has to deal. 
Al­ 
most all kinds of fruit trees and 
shrubs are subject to the attacks 
of one or more species of these 
insects. 
Most of the shade trees 


may also be seriously affected at 
times, and forest trees, while not 
often killed by the scale insects, 
may be so 
seriously 
weakened 
that they quickly becolme a prey 
to bark betties and other pests. 
Young trees, particularly in nur­ 
series or in areas being reforest­ 
ed, are very susceptible to injury 
from various scale insects.

ticular, attacks almost all kinds 
of deciduous trees and shrubs in 
all parts of the United States. The 
scales are shaped like an elongat­ 
ed oyster shell. 
The scale of the 
male is smaller than that of the 
female. 
They are often so abun­ 
dant as to form a brownish crust 
on the bark of their host, and fre­ 
quently kill the twigs and limbs 
and sometimes the whole trees. 
These scales may be controlled 
in winter and early spring by us­ 
ing a combination of oil and nico­ 
tine, which should be applied just 
after 
the 
over-wintering 
eggs 
hatch and the young begin crawl­ 
ing. 
Practical application of 
reme­ 
dies like those given above, and 
research into new applications, is 
one of the functions of the Mich­ 
igan Tech 
forestry 
department. 
Prof. Noblet stresses that these 
functions will be continued in the 
future, despite an increased teach­ 
ing load made necessary by ex­ 
pansion of the Michigan Tech for­ 
estry curriculum from two years 
to three. 
This expansion was voted last 
week by the college board of con­ 
trol. 
It becomes effective next 
fall. The full three years of work 
at Michigan Tech can 
be 
trans­ 
ferred without loss of credit to 
universities giving a four 
year 
course and a degree in forestry

PARKING METER 
CAUSESFRACAS 


Milton McGuire, Former* 
ly of Escanaba, Crit­ 
icizes Mayor Hoan 


Milwaukee, Wis.— Mayor Hoan 
stoutly denied Friday that he had 
suggested installation of parking 
meters to produce revenue for the 
city, as charged Thursday by Ald. 
Milton Mcguire. 
McGuire is 
a 
former 
resident 
of 
Escanaba, 
Mich. 
McGuire, one of the 
common 
council’s two principal advocates 
of parking meters, made the ac­ 
cusation before the parking me­ 
ter committee of the Downtown 
association. 
The alderman said 
that the parking meter ordinance 
was “ dead" until 
Mayor 
Hoan 
suggested several weeks ago at a 
board of estimates meeting that 
the measure be brought out again 
because of its revenue features. 
Won't Take Blame 
The mayor emphatically refused 
to take the blame for the coun­ 
cil’s “ turn about face" last Mon­ 
day in suddenly approving the en­ 
abling ordinance to permit the in­ 
stallation of meters in any ward 
where the alderman approves. 
“ I have always told the alder­ 
men to proceed cautiously on the 
question of parking meters," said 
the mayor. 
“ I have urged them 
to take no definite action 
until 
there is a public demand. 
I have 
specifically told them not to in 
stall the meters even for a 
six 
month trial period, until there is 
that demand." 
Recall Mayor's Words 
Meanwhile it was recalled at the 
city hall that at the recent board 
of estimates meeting, Ald. Stormy 
S. Thompson, a meter 
advocate, 
spoke of the revenue producing 
features of the device. 
According to several 
persons 
who were present, the mayor then 
said: 
'‘If you think that way, 
why don’t you bring it u p?" 
Hoan told reporters again F ri­ 
day that he would take no action 
on the ordinance until Monday, 
and he again declined to disclose 
what his action would be. 
Some observers at the city hall 
were confident that 
the 
mayor 
would veto the ordinance because 
of the widespread public opposi­ 
tion to it. 


Group Reverses Stand 
The parking committee of the 
Downtown association, after list­ 
ening to Ald McGuire, reversed 
its previous stand on meters and 
voted to ask that the ordinance 
be rescinded. The committee held 
that the council had 
voted 
for 
parking meters, not as a solution 
to the parking problem, but be­ 
cause of the revenue they would 
produce. 
Previously the associa­ 
tion, which is composed of down­ 
town merchants, had decided not 
to oppose a trial of the meters pro­ 
vided they were installed in neigh­ 
borhood shopping centers as well 
as the downtown district.

Weather Important 
Factor In Forest 
Fire Prevention 


Lansing— The weather man has 
again demonstrated what an Im­ 
portant figure he is in how many 
forest fires occur 
in 
Michigan 
each year. 
With the 1938 “ forest fire sea­ 
son’’ scarcely begun, as many as 
20 fires have occurred In one day, 
fire wardens and towermen were 
called back to duty a week to IO 
days ahead of usual schedules and 
moro than 1,300 acres had been 
burned over by the 
middle 
of 
April whereas 
ordinarily 
the 
worst of spring fire hazards 
do 
not develop until May. 
Whatever 
difference 
results 
between the forest fire loss this 
year and last year’s new low rec­ 
ord of less 
than 
15,000 
acres 
burued, will be found largely 
in 
a comparison of weather condi­ 
tions. The state’s fire control or­ 
ganization which is the field ad­ 
ministration division of the de­ 
partment of conservation is even 
better equipped this 
year 
than 
last, with such additions as more 
auxiliary field stations, extended 
communication lines and improv­ 
ed equipment. But thaws late in 
March and early in 
April 
this 
year, brought on early fire haz­ 
ards. As the snow departed, 
the 
ground was uncovered to 
winds 
before new growth 
had 
started 
with the result grassy 
“ plains’’ 
dried out. 
The majority 
of 
alarms 
re­ 
sponded to by the fire crews thus 
far have been grass or plains fires 
of comparatively small losses, in 
most instances being brought un­ 
der control quickly. 
One or the 
dangers of grass fires, however, 
is the rapidity with which 
they 
may spread. And, of course, 
the 
area they cover must be added to 
the annual record of “ acres burn­ 
ed over.’’ 
Records tabulated to date show 
that 82 fires occurred during the 
first half of April, 46 in the up­ 
per peninsula aud 36 in the low­ 
er peninsula. The acreage in the 
lower peninsula was 
1,206 
and 
14 7 in the upper peninsula.

A slight decline in the birth­ 


rate in Delta county daring 1557 
over the previous year Is In con­ 
trast to the general marked In­ 
crease 
throughout 
the state of 
Michigan. 
Records of county clerk P. A. 
LeClaire show that there were 
795 children born in Delta county 
during 
1937 
as compared w**h 
810 for the previous year and 790 
for 1935. 
School population daring the 
past several years has been very 
stable, varying not more than 60 
per year although there has been 
a slight Increase due largely to 
the 
increased 
transporting 
of 
children from outlying districts. 
In the state as a whole, there 
were 18.02 births per 1,000 popu­ 
lation in 1937 with a total of 91,- 
566 births compared to 88,457 the 
previous year. 
This is the high­ 


est birth rate noted since 1931. 
For the determination of rates, 
the population of the state is esti­ 
mated at 5,080,000. 
An indication that the school 
population is increasing Is found 
in 
the 
decreasing infant death 
rate, which dropped to 47.82 per 
1,000 live births. 
This rate Is 
second only to the 1935 rate of 
47.71, the lowest ever recorded in 
Michigan. 
A total of 4,379 in­ 
fants died in 1937 before they 
reached their first birthday, com­ 
pared with 4,490 infant deaths in 
1936.

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Reciprocal Trade Treaties 
E 
NLIVENED interest in ti e operation of 
th® reciprocal 
trad® 
treaties 
which 
hay® b®en negotiated during the 
Roose­ 
velt Administration has been noted 
be­ 
cause of the pendency 
of 
conversations 
looking to one of these agreements with 
Great Britain, our oldest storekeeper and 
our oldest customer. 
These treaties have 
been made under the special sponsorship 
of Cordell Hull, Secretary of State since 
March, 1933. 
The conclusion which many 
people have reached is that 
while 
they 
may have stimulated better feelings be­ 
tween this Nation and some others, they 
hare been of no material benefit 
to 
our 
people. 
These treaties have been the chief pre­ 
occupation of Secretary Hull 
from 
the 
time he took his chair at the head of the 
Cabinet. 
He has succeeded in concluding 
treaties with 17 nations since he took up 
the work in 1933 and is pressing 
for 
a 
further extension. 
Mr. Hull has not been 
alone in his insistence that 
the 
surest 
pathway to peace of an 
augmented 
and 
prosperous commerce. 
It might be 
said 
that he regards the entire world 
as 
a 
world of shopkeepers, more 
eager 
to 
stay at home and 
reap 
the 
profits 
of 
:ommerce than fight. 
The theory of 
the 
Hull 
reciprocal 
trade agreements is that 
the 
United 
States shall let down the tariff bars 
in 
Tavor of other nations provided those na­ 
tions will let down their bars in favor of 
American exports. 
Ever since the World 
War the world, admittedly, has been curs­ 
ed by high tariffs. 
Some of them 
have 
been imposed solely for economic reasons, 
a desire to keep out foreign-made goods 


b o they may not compete with domestic 
goods or, even where they do not, may be 
a source of revenue. 
Some tariffs, like 
those of Germany, have been imposed to 
force the nation into 
economic 
self-reli­ 
ance, but also to stimulate from the poli­ 
tical point of view a more intense 
na­ 
tionalistic spirit*. 
Politically the trend of 
tariff enactments since the World 
War 
has been in precisely the opposite direc­ 
tion from 
that 
of 
Woodrow 
Wilson’s 
League of Nations. 
Where the League of 
Nations was designed to bring nations in­ 
to closer harmony, the high tariffs and the 
nationalistic insularity generated had the 
effect of setting the nations by the ears 
against each other. 
Similarly 
Aristide 
Briand’s dream of a United States of Eu­ 
rope went into the discard automatically. 
While sales abroad are supposed more 
especially to bring prosperity, 
enlarged 
imports also are considered desirable by 
those not forced to meet the prices of the 
foreign competitors. 
Prom 1933 through 
193 7 the total increase in imports to the 
United States was 172.1 
per 
cent. 
The 
increase in import trade from the trade 
treaty countries was 104.2 per cent, but 
the increase from the non-treaty countries 
aas 24 9.9 per cent. 
The gain in imports from non-treaty 
rouutries exceeded the imports from every 
single treaty country with the exception 
of Haiti. 
In 1933 the United States showed 
an 
unfavorable balance of trade 
with 
the 
countries which were to 
become 
trade 
treaty countries amounting to 
129,819,- 
(>00. 
Because of operation of the treaties, 
or for some other reason, this 
position 
was shifted between 1933 and 1937. 
In 
the latter year, the United States showed 
a favorable 
balance 
of 
$2,328,000 — 
enough to pay the Government’s expenses 
Tor a minute or so. 
In 1933 the United States had a favor­ 
able balance of trade with the non-treaty 
countries amounting to $198,819,000. In 
193 7 this favorable balance had risen to 
$258,672,000. 
Various American industries have bene­ 
fited largely by some of the trade treaties. 
An interesting exempla by the treaty with 
Canada, 
one 
of 
the 
earliest. 
Canada 
agreed to favor American citrus fruits 
with the result that there has 
been 
an 
important multiplication of sales lo 
the 
Dominion people, enabliRg hundreds 
of 
thousands there to add this fruit lo their 
regular diet whereas formerly it was 
a 
luxury. 
Of course the United States let 
down the bars on Canadian imports 
to 
this country of livestock and cheese, al­ 
though this country was overproduced in 
those lines. 
In the treaties with all the 
si gnatory 
countries some groups have been gainers 
and others losers. 
For 
example, 
New 
England, often called the workshop of the 
United States, has voted, by industries, 
seven to one against admissiou of 
for­ 
eign goods made by labor employed at 
lower wages than those paid 
here. 
The 
whole thing is but another example of the 
complications of economics and statecraft. 
The bright spot is. however, that foreign 
trade has increased.

Give It Straight 
B 
EFORE 
s o very long, commencement 
orators will be popping up 
like 
so 
many Jack-in-the-pulpits, all up and down 
our broad land, exhorting high school and 
college seniors about the 
world 
which 
they are soon to enter. 
Commencement time is still a number of 
weeks away, but the orators might 
well 
start In now to think about what they are 
going to say. 
For the world has more or 
less put them on the spot. 
What can a man say to 
these 
young­ 
sters, anyhow? 
He can’t paint a 
rosy 
picture for them, because the plain facts 
are mostly the reverse of rosy. 
He can’t 
tell them that the world Is waiting to use 
their skill and energy, because the world 
can’t begin to find Jobs for the people who 
graduated last year and the year before. 
He can’t, in short— if he is an honest 
man— tell them much of anything except 
that the world is in a bad mess and that 
they have drawn the unenviable assign­ 
ment of stepping out into it at the worst 
possible time. 
Yet even to say that much 
is 
better 
than to say nothing. 
For youth is 
not 
cowardly. 
It can stand it to 
hear 
the 
worst; indeed, there is something about 
the resiliency and the dauntless energy of 
youth which makes a bad situation act as 
a challenge. 
And there is nothing we 
need 
right 
now more than a frail© of mind In which 
we can see in our troubles 
a 
challenge 
rather than a reason for rushing to the 
nearest wailing wall. 
We have had oar fill, or ought to have 
had it, of drifting along in the pious hope 
that sooner or later thing would 
right 
themselves 
without 
our 
help. 
Maybe 
there was a time when that sort of alti­ 
tude would work, but It doesn’t work now. 
We are drifting downstream, and 
unless 
we help ourselves there Is precious little 
to hope for. 
So our innocent young graduates might 
just aa well get 
it 
straight 
from 
the 
shoulder, this spring, and kuow the worst. 
And we of the older generation could very 
profitably listen in with them. 
For it is our world as well as their and 
we are at least partly responsible for the 
shape Affairs are in these days. 
Perhaps 
we clung to our blind optimism too long, 
perhaps we grasped at 
solutions 
that 
wouldn’t work, perhaps we simply 
were 
too heedless. 
Whatever the case, we can 
hardly be complacent about the world our 
youngsters are going out into, nor run we 
afford to assume that it is their problem 
and not ours. 
The commencement speakers, then, may 
do us all tome service. 
If they can

away from the blind, unthinking optimism 
traditional to commencement day. and can 
provoke an honest and fearless discussion 
of our ills and their solution, 
they can 
give us something well worth remember­ 
ing.

There is a widespread belief that water) 
power is rapidly supplanting coal as

c hief source of power. This is show n to be 
erroneous in

is still the backbone of the world's power 
supply, and is giving way only slightly to 
water power. 
The statistics for recent years show that 
coal and lignite provide 60 3 per cent of 
the world's power, as compared with 74 I 
per cent lit 1913.

not gained what coal has lost Indeed, wa­ 
ter power has come up from 2.4 per cent 
in 1913 to only 6 6 per cent Coal has lost 
place, relatively, but to other fuels rath­ 
er than to water power. 
Germany and Great Britain 
are

more dependent on coal than is the United 
States, for coal supplies nine-tenths 
of

Mexico, D. F. — The political 
party 
which keeps President Lazaro Cardenas in 
power and which will attempt to 
elect 
him or some one else with the same pro­ 
gram In 19 40, is like nothing else 
on 
earth. 
It Is called the Partle de la Revolution 
Mexicans (PRM), Just reorganized from 
a predecessor called the Parte 
National 
Revolution (PNR). 
It is the only political party In Mexico 
at the moment— that is, the only one that 
polled more than a hatful of votes at. the 
last election, and the only one 
given 
a 
chance of polling more than 
a 
bushel- 
basketfull at the present time. Luis Rod­ 
riguez is the party’s president, 
and 
he 
works in close co-operation with Cardenas. 
The change In the reorganization 
just 
now being completed is greater than the 
change in name from tho National Revo­ 
lutionary Party to the Party of the Mex­ 
ican Revolution might indicate. 
The great change is this: 
a Mexican 
now has no political existence as an Indi­ 
vidual. His party membership comes 
to 
him not as an individual but as a member 
of a group, such as his labor union, 
his 
community farm group, his co-operative, 
or his trade association. The composition 
of the party is an express 
acknowledg­ 
ment of the class struggle, however, which 
party leaders say they wish to keep with 
in legal bounds, without 
violence, 
and 
without disruption of the economic life 
of the country. 
— THE REORGANIZATION— 
This Is how Mexico arrived at such a 
political point: from 1911, when the revo­ 
lution was made, until 1928 when Presi­ 
dent Obregon was shot, Mexico was run 
by a succession of “strong men” 
To prevent 
anti-revolutionary 
forces 
from seizing power, to back up the elected 
president, and to consolidate the princi­ 
pals of the revolution, a convention was 
held in 1929, and a plan laid out saying 
what was to be done to solve the 
farm 
problem, the industrial workers* problem, 
the middle classes’ problem. 
But under Calles, the party tended to 
become a tool of the head man, according 
to present leaders, and it was decided to 
reorganize on the new class basis in 
un 
effort to overthrow 
slate 
and 
federal 
“bosses’’ and former professional 
politi­ 
cians. 
A new convention was called with rep­ 
resentatives of the following elements: 
1. Labor. 
The CTM (radical and dom­ 
inant group), the CROM (more 
conser­ 
vative labor group), the CGT (Commun­ 
ist, the electrical workers 
and 
miners 
(independent). 
2. The ejidatarios, or farmers and vil­ 
lages to whom the government has given 
land for communal working. 
3. Middle class groups, co-operatives, 
small business men, small 
landowners, 
marketmen, distributors, and the like. 
4. Soldiers in the army. 
Each group has a 
general 
secretary. 
While the soldiers vote just as the other 
groups In the party conventions, they may 
not run for office in national or local poli­ 
tical elections as soldiers, but must have 
the support of some other group. 
— NOMINATING CANDIDATES— 
The manner of nominating party can- 
didatea at elections is ingenious. 
If 
a 
certain district shows that a majority of 
the party affiliates in that 
district 
are, 
say, peasants, then the peasants 
choose 
the candidates for the party in that dis­ 
trict; the other groups must support him. 
Though women do not vote in national 
elections, the party has convoked them on 
equal terms with men, and its leaders give 
definite assurance thai 
within 
a 
few 
months an amendment to the constitution 
will give women equal rights with men at 
the polls at national elections. A bill for 
equal civil rights is also in preparation. 
The Communist 
Carty, 
through 
its 
leader. Herman Laborite, 
has 
promised 
tho PRM to take no political action 
ex­ 
cept through the channels of tho party. 
— “CLASS STRUCTURE”— 
Antonio Vargas MacDonald, one of the' 
party leaders, expresses thus the 
prin­ 
ciple behind the manner of its organiza­ 
tion : 
“The former party conceived people ab­ 
stractly and theoretically. Now we have 
a class rather 
than 
an 
individualistic 
structure. We conceive people politically 
as the productive classes 
in the 
others 
we are not interested. 
While we express­ 
ly acknowledge the class struggle, 
our 
aim is to utilize it legally and peacefully 
to gradually achieve a classless society, a 
peaceful change by evolution, rather than 
by violence with all the disruption of eco­ 
nomic life which this brings.’* 
Other candidates ut national and local 
elections beside those of the PRM may of 
course he nominated and voted 
for 
by 
members of other organizations. In fact a 
straw vote on the 19 40 election now be­ 
ing conducted by a small and rather ob­ 
scure opposition paper 
shows 
General 
Saturnine Codille far in the lead. 
But this is not regarded as significant. 
For practical purposes. Mexico right uow 
has only oue party- the PRM.

The Capital 
Parade

Washington, May 2.— In the pant thirty 
days, the managers of the $13,600,000,- 
OOO of capital invested in American Public 
Utilities— Winkle, of Commonwealth and 
Sonther; 
Groesbeck, 
of 
Electric Bond 
and Share; Fogarty, of tho North Ameri­ 
can company; Carlisle, of Niagara Hud­ 
son, and their leaser fellows— have Jour­ 
neyed to Washington to pay their allegi­ 
ance to the Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission. 
They have come, 
like the elders 
of 
Calais, with halters around their 
necks. 
They are the men who led 
the 
utilities 
bitter figbt against government regula­ 
tion. They are the men who joined in the 
utilities’ costly lost-canse stand 
against 
submission to the Holding Company Act, 
which ended when the 
Supreme 
court 
spoke a month ago. 
They had no reason, 
these rulers of the great utilities empires, 
to expect kind treatment from the SEC. 
It’s unusually interesting to know what 
treatment they did get, 
in 
these 
days 
when the disastrous results of prolonged 
warfare between government and business 
are at last being recognised. 
And it is 
reassuring to be able to report that even 
Mr. Carlisle and Mr. Groesbeck, Fogarty 
and Mr. W inkle themselves are pleased 
with the SEC’s behavior toward them. 
This is, to be sure, only an interim re­ 
port; the SEC may go berserk tomorrow, 
as government agencies 
sometimes 
do. 
But, thus far, every effort has been made 
to enforce the Holding Company Act, to 
prepare for the simplification and integra­ 
tion of the immense corporate structures 
of the utilities in the simplest, 
most in­ 
telligent and least disruptive manner pos­ 
sible. 
IN THE LEFT-WINGERS' DEN 
The men who have m6st often received 
the utilities executives have 
been 
the 
left-wingers of the SEC, Chairman Wil­ 
liam O. Douglas and commissioners Jer­ 
ome N. Frank and Robest E. Healy. These 
three—the 
sandy-haired, 
tongh-minded 
Yale law professor, the brilliant, 
urbane 
intellectual, and the leathery and hard­ 
hitting Vermonter— have been most fear­ 
ed of all by the utilities executives. 
Yet 
the bogeymen have turned out to be sur­ 
prisingly friendly and accomodating. 
“It’s up to you,” 
Chairman Douglas 
his colleagues have told each of their call­ 
ers. 
“We’re ready to let 
the 
Holding 
Companies themselves take the 
lead 
in 
complying with this law. 
If you work out 
something reasonably satisfactory to 
us, 
We’ll take your plan and not bother you 
with ours.” 
There have been, moreover, important 
tangible proofs that this reasonable atti­ 
tude meant something. 
One example was 
the amendment to the tax bill, inserted at 
Chairman Douglas’ personal request, ex­ 
empting 
holding 
companies 
complying 
with the law from the taxes which would 
have operated when the companies were 
dissolved. 
Another, 
which 
will 
soon 
come, is a message to the utilities business 
which the SEC has 
already 
prepared, 
promising that the bitterness of the past 
has been forgotten, and urging the friend­ 
liest and moat cooperative relations in the 
future. 
IN CORPORATE LABYRINTHS 
The SEC’s conciliatory 
attitude 
has 
also been extended to the actual applica­ 
tion of the Holding Company Act’a provi­ 
sions. 
For 
example, 
it 
is 
customary 
among government agencies to pass, ad­ 
versely or approvingly, but once and for 
all, on proposals submitted for their con­ 
sideration. 
Legally, this is the only un­ 
assailable procedure. 
Yet the SEC has 
not followed it in receiving the plans of 
the integration of their structures, and 
so forth. 
Instead, the SEC has accepted the plans 
on a tentative basis, examined them, and, 
lf some fnnlt was found, avoided making 
a definite finding. 
Where 
faults 
have 
been found, they have 
been 
privately 
pointed out to the utilities executives, and 
then the corrected plans have been 
ap­ 
proved 
The greater cooperativeness 
of 
such a method is obvious. 
Again, the General Electric Company is 
technically under the sway of the SEC, 
since it has some operating utilities sub- 
sidiaries. 
Yet the SEC has done the un­ 
heard-of thing among government agen­ 
cies; it has refrained from exercising its 
power, preferring to promise the General 
Electric a two-year exemption, in 
return 
for a General Electric promise that 
the 
operating subsidiaries will be disposed of.

Washington, D. C.— Represen­ 
tative John Luecke today sent a 
strenuous protest to the Michigan 
Public 
Utilities

against the closing of three rail­ 
road stations along the line of the 
Duluth South Shore and Atlantic 
Railroad. 
Application has been made by 
the road for permission to cease 
operations at the Singleton, Mc­ 
Millan and Brimley stations. 
In a letter to Joseph M. Don­ 
nelly, chairman of the state utili­ 
ties body, Congressman 
Luecke 
opposed the application on 
the 
grounds that approval will further 
handicap the lumber and fishing 
industries which are already hard 
pressed in those districts. 
The large forest products in­ 
dustry about the McMillan 
sta­ 
tion would be hardest”! ^ by such 
a decision, Mr. Luecke said. Ac­ 
tion on the application 
of 
the 
railroads would necessitate truck 
shipments from those industries 
to Newberry and the additional 
cost of handling in transfer 
to 
freight trains. 
The cost would 
perhaps 
be 
prohibitive 
and 
squeeze out some important in­ 
dustrial operations. 
Mr. Luecke criticized the rail­ 
road for making application to 
the state commission for elimina­ 
tion of 
those 
freight 
loading 
stops, inasmuch, he said, as the 
roads are applying 
for 
public 
funds with which to carry on their 
operations. 
It was further pointed out In 
the protest that if the railroads 
press the application for approval 
it will increase the truck tonnage 
which is already detracting from 
railroad revenue.*

could intervene. Britain needed a 
more popular cause of war 
than 
the protection of France. 
Ger 
many, with her usual 
lack 
of 
diplomatic vision, supplied this 
popular cause by invading 
Bel­ 
gium. Here Britain was definitely 
committed by 
a 
half-forgotten 
neutrality treaty, and the defense 
of “ poor little Belgium” 
caught 
the popular British fancy 
This establishes the 
contrast 
between the 1914 situation 
and 
that which will prevail when and 
if Germany once 
more 
invades 
France. Today there is a frankly 
acknowledged 
commitment 
by 
Britain to France. 
The 
British 
first accepted it when they signed 
the Covenant of the 
League 
of 
Nations. They particularized it in 
the 
special 
anti-German 
pact 
which failed 
when 
the 
United 
States refused to sign. They did 
phrase and accept it in specific 
form at Locarno. 
T hat 
pledge 
remains, despite Germany’s 
vio­ 
lation of that accord. 
Instantaneous Action 
W hat the French and 
British 
did in London this week is to dis­ 
cuss ways and means of making 
their Locarno pledges effective. If 
Germany strikes against Britain, 
France must come to her aid. If 
Germany launches an 
aggressive 
war against France, Britain must 
help France. 
But 
this 
is 
not 
enough. 
The 
German 
General 
Staff is planning the Blitzkrieg— 
the only kind of war in which she 
would have a chance of success. 
This means that she will 
strike 
instantly and without any 
such 
formality as a declaration of war. 
France and Britain must 
there­ 
fore be ready to strike back 
at 
once with their united, co-ordin­ 
ated strength. 
They have now agreed to pre­ 
pare for Just this emergency 
by 
cooperative action on land 
and 
sea and in the air. Next month the 
military experts of both countries 
will work out details. They 
will 
prepare plans not only for joint 
action but for 
joint 
command. 
The long and painful bickerings 
which preceded the creation 
of 
Marshal Foch’s unified and there­ 
fore victorious army on the W est­ 
ern Front is well remembered by 
both countries. In the next war 
France will command the 
united 
■ rmies and a British admiral will 
direct the united navies. 
Having agreed on this 
funda­ 
mental issue it was easy for Pre­ 
mier Daladier and Prime Minister 
Chamberlain to settle all others. 
British

French make purchases in Hun­ 
gary.

In the dark of the night he 
carried away a bucket full and 
panned it in his cabin. Sure 
enough, the pan showed “Color"— 
small flakes of free gold. 
He was at the hotel first thing 
next morning and asked bow 
much they would pay him to 
haul the dirt away. They didn’t 
want it hauled away, the foreman 
said. The young fellow, desperate 
offered to move it free of charge, 
even to buy the pile. 
"Get out of here," said the 
foreman. 
Secret Bonanza 
So for weeks the young man 
worked nights, secretly hauling 
gravel to his cabin, panning it 
and returning It to the hotel site. 
But when the foundation was 
completed and the ground leveled 
his operations had to stop. 
The young man had panned 
$950. He invested it in business 
and remained quit about his dis­ 
covery. 
It wasn’t until a few weeks ago 
that he “cracked." 
"If I was young I’d buy that 
whole block of buildings and tear 
them down," he told a friend and 
pointed toward a Main street site. 
“I bet there’s plenty of gold 
there.’’ 
In the gold country such talk 
travels fast.
